“The county is not obli- 
gated to furnish anyone trans- 
portation,’’ Mullins said. He 
explinaed, however, that it was 
to the advantage of Coffee 
County for certain personnel 
to be available to go anywhere 
in this county on a moment’s 
notice, day or night; and there- 
fore, certain key individuals 
were still driving county-owned 
vehicles home at night. He 
added that he trusted these 
men and had full agreement 
with them that the vehicles 
not be used for personal trav- 
eling. He also cited cases 
where it was a benefit to the 
county for these men to do 
certain things after normal 
working hours, to be better 
prepared for the next day’s 
work. 

Mullins said ‘‘If it will en- 
hance the job, I want them to 
do it, nights and weekends,’’ 
He continued with, ‘‘We have 
an agreement that when they 
use county vehicles after 
hours, they inform me of it 
as soon as possible so I can 
explain the situation if I get 
a complaint.’’ 

Mullins also reported onthe 
progress being made by the 
county highway department. He 
stressed that even though the 
men were working hard, some 
of the credit must go to the 
ideal weather conditions. 
Mullins said that 90% of the 
dirt roads were back in good 
shape and that by August all 
school bus routes will be re- 
paired and passable. 


EQUIPMENT 
“When asked about the 
county-owned equipment, 


Mullins saie, ‘‘We have enough 
heavy equipment to last for 
the next 10 years; we don’t 
need to buy anything, but may- 
be some trucks, if we will 
look after what we have better.’’ 

Mullins ended the press 
conference with a comment and 
prepared fact sheet on the fin- 
ancial status of the highway pro- 
gram. He noted in response to 
a question that, ‘Financially 
Coffee County is ona dead- 
end street unless additional 
funds are raised. He noted 
the rising cost of construction 
and maintenance compared with 
the slow raise in gasoline tax 
revenue (4% a year). 

This revenue increase is due 
to increased sales and not in- 
creases in the 7¢ a gallon gaso- 
line tax. The gas tax has re- 
mained at 7¢, even though the 
price of gasoline has increased 
on an average of 21¢ a gallon, 
according to Mullins. He said 
he was not advocating the in- 
crease of gasoline taxes, but 
was pointing out the excellent 
condition the highway depart- 
ment would be in IF the gaso- 
line tax was on a percentage 


‘basis, just as the sales tax 


now is.

Compton is the Superin- 
tendant of the city’s Water and 
Electric System. He was elect- 
ed to the Board of Trustees in 
1973. Hayes was elected to 
the Board in 1975 andis 
a member of the Nominating 
Committee. 

Alabama Electric Coopera- 
tive (AEC) is a non-profit gen- 
eration and transmission 
cooperative which provides the 
city of Elba with wholesale 
electricty. AEC also either 
provides the electrical power 
or acts as a power supplier 
for three cities, 14 distribution 
cooperatives and two industries 


in South Alabama and North 


Florida. 


The cooperative is con- 
trolled by the Board of Trus- 
tees which is made up of two 
representatives from each of 
the member systems. Compton 
and Hayes are Elba’s represen- 
tatives on the Board, 

AEC Board officers for the 
upcoming year are Tommy 
Stother, president from Brun- 
didge; John Hill, vice-president 
from Covington Electric 
Cooperative; and Roy Jeffcoat, 
secretary-treasurer from Mi- 
colas Mills in Opp. 

Compton and Hayes were 
re-elected to the Board at the 
Cooperative’s annual meeting 
held on May 27, 1977 at the 
headquarters in Andalusia, Al. 
Committee election and officer 
election were held at mon- 
thly board meeting which fol- 
lowed the annual meeting. 


Elba City Council Re-Appoints 


Two Board Members 


The first meeting of ib 
month for the Elba City coun- 
cil was relatively quiet and 
was over much earlier than 
some previous meetings. All 
members were present and 
voling even though there were 
only four actual votes taken 
during the evening. 

The council reappointed 
Doug Martin to the school board 
for a full five year term and 
Lt. Wade to another full term 
on the Planning and Zoning 
Board.

Recreation Director, Bow 
Dunaway requested that the pro- 
fits from the softball tourna- 
ments be earmarked for paying 
Officials to umpire the regu- 
lar season ballgames for the 
remainder of the year. It was 
generally agreed that this would 
be done. Dunaway estimated 
the total from the three tour- 
haments would be $428. 
Parking meters have been 
reinstalled and the councilmen 
noted that the ordinance passed 
by previ councils included 
loading zones and instructed 
the police to continue this prac- 
tice.

Shortage Of Operating Funds Stops Action In County And State 


Effective June 1, 1977, Chief 
Justice C.C. Torbert notified 
all Alabama court personnel 
that State funds would no longer 
be available to pay the sal- 
aries of Circuit Court judges, 

y Circuit Clerks, District jud- 
ges and court reporters, as 
well as jurors, witnesses, jury 
commissions. 

Trial courts were ordered 
to refrain from incurring any 
expenses or liability payable 
out of state funds such as 
cleriéal office supplies, forms, 
stationery and other printed 
court supplies, equipment, tra- 
vel and meals. All jury trials 
with the exception of essential 
criminal cases were ordered 
halted. 


.According to an AP press 
release last week, when the new 
court system was created, it 
was supposed to be self-sup- 
porting, existing completely on 
‘court-generated revenues 
which were projected at $9.9 
million. 

So far, though, it was noted, 
the system has fallen short of 
that projection by $3.7 million, 
thus preventing the court from 
spending more than $6.2 mil- 

on.

Judge Terry Butts, Circuit 
Clerk Jim Ellis and Coffee 
County Sheriff Neil Grantham, 
to find out how the order from 
Chief Justice Torbert affected 
their offices. 

Following are their state- 
ments: 


JUDGE BUTTS --- 

“‘When contacted last Friday 
by the Elba Clipper concerning 
the financial crisis of the Ala- 
bama courts, Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts had this to say: 

“Effective June 1, 1977, the 
Salaries of Circuit Court 
Clerks, jurors, witnesses, 
court reporters, Circuit judges 
and District Court Judges in 


the State of Alabama stopped. 
This is due to the fact that 
the legislature wrote into the 
budget a provision which limits 
the court expenses to monies 
produced by the courts under 
Act 1205; however, revenue for 
the first three and one-half 
months of 1977 produced by the 
courts is short of that projected. 
At the close of business on May 
16, the State General Fund 
reflected a collection from the 
courts of $2,165,000. At this 
rate only about $4 million dol- 


lars will be produced by the 
trial courts, and since the 
appropriation is some 


$9,875,000, that means an 
approximate deficit of some 
$3,675,000. Thus the budget 
office advised last week that 
until revenues equal expendi- 
tures, no further money could 
be spent by the courts of Ala- 
bama. 

“Regardless of the accusa- 
tions attempting to place blame 
(whether or not anyone is to 
be or should be blamed) the 
point is simply this: Are the 
executive and legislative bran- 
ches in Montgomery going to 
resolve the problem or allow 
it to become a political issue? 
The courts are in the business 
of providing services, being 
constitutional offices set up to 
resolve disputes, a place where 
the people can seek redress 
of grievances among other 
functions. This provision con- 
cerning expenditures has never 
been a problem before simply 
because no one has ever ex- 
pected or should expect a 
court system to be a revenue 
producing business any more 


than the Highway Department 
or similar such offices. Fur- 
ther, this business of obligat- 
ing courts to produce revenue 
has already been decided in a 
similar situation. The Justice 
of the- Peace courts were 's- 
clared unconstitutional a sew 
years ago because among other 
things, they were dependent on 
the production of revenue for 
their existence. If the day 
ever comes when all wedemand 
from a court system is coll- 
ection of revenue from the peo- 
ple of Alabama, then we may 
as well install computers and 
let the computers decide how 
much and to whom each person 
is to pay. 

“Another real problem the 
financial crisis creates in- 
volves criminal cases. Under 
the Constitution of the United 
States, and by interpretation 
of the Supreme Court, a per- 
son charged with a crime is 
entitled toa speedy JURY 
trial. As the situation now 
exists in the legislature, the 
courts cannot have jury trials 
because there is no money to 
pay jurors; so, if something is 
not done, then it is entirely 
possible that, under the law, 
criminals are going to walk 
free simply because of the 
failure to provide them their 
constitutional right to a speedy 
trial by JURY. If this occurs, 
they cannot, under the law, be 
tried again. 


“Even though there is no 
money to pay salaries ortravel, 
no money for postage or sup- 
plies, no money for jurors or

Jim Ellis, District Judge Gary 
McAliley, Circuit Judge Riley 
Green and I have pledged to 
remain open and perform our 
official constitutional duties so 
long as it remains possible and 
we are allowed todo so. Atthe 
present time, the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court has 
ordered us to have neither jury 
trials nor expend any funds 
normally spent in the operation 
of the courts. However, weare 
all proceeding with non-jury 
trials and all other matters ex- 
cept jury trials. 


‘It appears that, while the 
financial crisis is real, unless 
the problem is resolved soon, 
it will become a political issue. 
It seems that, at the present 
time, nothing is going to be 
accomplished in Montgomery, 
and another special session of 
the legislature will probably 
be called at a tremendous ex- 
pense, simply for the purpose 


of using the financial crisis 
in the courts as leaverage to 
pass perhaps a corporation 
tax package as well as a util- 
ity package. Somehow you just 
cannot remove the politics from 
the situation, and as always the 
people at the local level are 
the ones to suffer.’’ 


SHERIFF NEIL GRANTHAM-- 


“Our department isn’t in a 
real bind at the present time. 
We're more fortunate than most 
counties, in that we don’t have 


any serious felony cases await- 


ing trial. 

“The most we’re likely to 
feel right now is a cut in the 
operation of the Sheriff’s Office, 
until there’s more money for 
the jury to operate. 


“‘We do have a backlog of 
civil cases, but those do not 
have to go to court any time 
soon. 


“Now, if we were to have 
a serious crime, such as rape, 
murder, etc., I feel sure that 
the money would be forthcom- 
ing to pay the jury and hold 
court. 

“‘T expect this lack of funds 
to be resolved soon.’’

Apparently errors haxe begy 
made concerning thé assump- 
tions that the State’s trial courts 
can generate enough revenue to 
be self-sustaining, or even 
make a profit for the State 
General Fuad. The Judiciary 
of this State was not founded 
to prodzce revenue for the 
State coffers, and this should 
not be a requisite for its 
operation.
